Peace Commissioner Day Talks to Lawyers on 


the Topic of the Day, 


Canton, O., Jan, 3.—Judsc V/illiam R. 


Day, president of the pc-aco commission 
at Paris and late secretary of state, re- 
ceived a welcome home last evening 
which took the form of a banquet at the 
Barrett Mouse, given by the Start: 
County B*r association. 


W. A. Lynch was master of cere- 


monies. 
Judge G-. E. Baldwin delivered 


the welcoming address, to which Juclgre 
Day responded. 


JUDGE W. B. DAT. 


Judg-e Day paid his'h tribute to the 


legal fraternity of Stark county, clos- 
ing with an eloquent reference to Pres- 
ident McKinley, a member of the as- 
eociation, and reciting his devotion to 
the country during the U'ar, and the 
incidents leading thereto. 
He then 


spoke as follows of the matters which 
took himself and his colleagues to Paris: 


"Recognizing tha-t there are certain 


matters which may not be properly dis- 
cussed on an occasion of this kind, 1 
think I may nevertheless say something 
to my brethren of the bar of the events 
•which have occurt-ed in the period uf our 
separation. 


"If I were called upon to state the most 


gratifying circumstances of our foreign 
relations during the v nr, it would be 
In the uniformly coiCial s,nd hearty 
friendship of the English before and 
during the struggle. 
Observing the ob- 


ligations of neutrality, and never step- 
ping outside the requirements of inter- 
national law, we had the sympathy and 
good will of that great power. I do not 
believe either nation seeks or would be 
benefited by a formal- alliance. Never- 
theless, the existence of cordial relations 
between people kindred by blood, speak- 
the same language and having the same 
ideals of civil liberty and good govern- 
ment, is a fact the potency of which can 
hardly be overeestima.ted. 


"I have been asked about the work of 


t7ie commissioners, viewed from a law- 
yer's standpoint. 
I think I may say 


something to you about it. 
On Aug. 


12 the protocol of Washington was ex- 
ecuted. 
It may be said to have been 


the preliminary contract, whose final 
execution was to be embodied in the 
trc-aty. 
As to Cuba, Porto Rico, minor 


West Indian islands and an island in the 
Ladrones, it was capable of execution 
by a simple deed of cession of these isl- 
ands, except Cuba, where final relin- 
quishrnent of Spanish sovereignty was 
required. 
As to the Philippine islands, 


their disposition, government and con- 
trol was left for final determination in 
tho treaty. 
I have often, been asked 


bow it was possible to make progress in 
a commission having equal representa- 
tions from tho two nations. 


"Whilst this fact did net prevent the 


fullest discussion, the United States, 
having made all the concessions which 
it believed just and fair, was obliged 
to insist that its terms be accepted. The 
publication of the proceedings will Show 
that nothing can be farther from the 
truth than to assume that the United 
States adopted toward Spain a policy 
of 'stand and deliver.1 


"The American commissioners heard 


with respect and endeavored to answer 
with firmness ex'pry position advanced 
by the Spanish commission. For better, 
for worse, the work of .the commissioners 
Is done, and needs hut the ratification 
of the president, by find with the con- 
sent of the senate, to become the su- 
preme law in the lamd. 


"It cannot be a matter of regret to 


any American that the rising sun of the 
new year beholds the enfisrn of our 
glorious republic floating from the walls 
of Mnrro, where for so many years the 
ropal banner of Spain has looked down 
upon so much corruption, misery and 
Shame. 
Tonight not one foot of Amer- 


icau soil remains under Spanish domina- 
tion, and the people so long oppressed 
are to have a new birth of freedom. 


"Tills is not the time nor place to dis- 


cuss our policy in the far enst. If this 
treaty should be ratified It brings to the 
Uniled Sla.lPs title to the archipelago, to 
be dealt with as the American people 
In their wisdom may pee fit. In one 
thing I think we're all agreed, thai 
when the line of our duty has been de- 
termined, it must be discharged as be- 
comes a great, free and liberty-loving 
nation. 
Whether or not we have j-o 


willed, the days of our International is 
elation are past. 
Tt does not follow 


that the advice of the immortal Wash- 
ington to avoid entangling alliances is 
less potent, today than when the wordy 
were written,.

JUDGE W. B. DAT. 


Judg-e Day paid his'h tribute to the 


legal fraternity of Stark county, clos- 
ing with an eloquent reference to Pres- 
ident McKinley, a member of the as- 
eociation, and reciting his devotion to 
the country during the U'ar, and the 
incidents leading thereto. 
He then 


spoke as follows of the matters which 
took himself and his colleagues to Paris: 


"Recognizing tha-t there are certain 


matters which may not be properly dis- 
cussed on an occasion of this kind, 1 
think I may nevertheless say something 
to my brethren of the bar of the events 
•which have occurt-ed in the period uf our 
separation. 


"If I were called upon to state the most 


gratifying circumstances of our foreign 
relations during the v nr, it would be 
In the uniformly coiCial s,nd hearty 
friendship of the English before and 
during the struggle. 
Observing the ob- 


ligations of neutrality, and never step- 
ping outside the requirements of inter- 
national law, we had the sympathy and 
good will of that great power. I do not 
believe either nation seeks or would be 
benefited by a formal- alliance. Never- 
theless, the existence of cordial relations 
between people kindred by blood, speak- 
the same language and having the same 
ideals of civil liberty and good govern- 
ment, is a fact the potency of which can 
hardly be overeestima.ted. 


"I have been asked about the work of 


t7ie commissioners, viewed from a law- 
yer's standpoint. 
I think I may say 


something to you about it. 
On Aug. 


12 the protocol of Washington was ex- 
ecuted. 
It may be said to have been 


the preliminary contract, whose final 
execution was to be embodied in the 
trc-aty. 
As to Cuba, Porto Rico, minor 


West Indian islands and an island in the 
Ladrones, it was capable of execution 
by a simple deed of cession of these isl- 
ands, except Cuba, where final relin- 
quishrnent of Spanish sovereignty was 
required. 
As to the Philippine islands, 


their disposition, government and con- 
trol was left for final determination in 
tho treaty. 
I have often, been asked 


bow it was possible to make progress in 
a commission having equal representa- 
tions from tho two nations. 


"Whilst this fact did net prevent the 


fullest discussion, the United States, 
having made all the concessions which 
it believed just and fair, was obliged 
to insist that its terms be accepted. The 
publication of the proceedings will Show 
that nothing can be farther from the 
truth than to assume that the United 
States adopted toward Spain a policy 
of 'stand and deliver.1 


"The American commissioners heard 


with respect and endeavored to answer 
with firmness ex'pry position advanced 
by the Spanish commission. For better, 
for worse, the work of .the commissioners 
Is done, and needs hut the ratification 
of the president, by find with the con- 
sent of the senate, to become the su- 
preme law in the lamd. 


"It cannot be a matter of regret to 


any American that the rising sun of the 
new year beholds the enfisrn of our 
glorious republic floating from the walls 
of Mnrro, where for so many years the 
ropal banner of Spain has looked down 
upon so much corruption, misery and 
Shame. 
Tonight not one foot of Amer- 


icau soil remains under Spanish domina- 
tion, and the people so long oppressed 
are to have a new birth of freedom. 


"Tills is not the time nor place to dis- 


cuss our policy in the far enst. If this 
treaty should be ratified It brings to the 
Uniled Sla.lPs title to the archipelago, to 
be dealt with as the American people 
In their wisdom may pee fit. In one 
thing I think we're all agreed, thai 
when the line of our duty has been de- 
termined, it must be discharged as be- 
comes a great, free and liberty-loving 
nation. 
Whether or not we have j-o 


willed, the days of our International is 
elation are past. 
Tt does not follow 


that the advice of the immortal Wash- 
ington to avoid entangling alliances is 
less potent, today than when the wordy 
were written,.

The Journal of Tropical Medicine ban 


•n interesting article on tbe use of the 
cold tub in tropical countries, in which it 
is shown thnt, health giving us it may bo 
to those who am young and vigorous and 
newly arrived, it Is by no meni"-- n process 
to be universally advised. In t 
tropics a 


daily bath of some sort becomes a ue';egyity 
for purposes of clfftnlineqw ulono. But tho 
"tub" which is Indulged in by Europeans 
—that is, immersion in cold water, or, at 
any rate, in water that Is distinctly colder 
than tho body, for, say, five minutes— 
has a distinct physiological action besides 
the removal of dirt, and the question Is 
whether this is good or bud. It is pointed 
out that the shook is relatively greater 
than in temperate climates; that the ab- 
straction of heat during the process can 
be but ill afforded, and that tho depression 
of temperature inducsd Is difficult to re- 
oovnr from. 


It is also insisted on that neither the 


circulation nor tho respiratory organs re- 
spond to the stimulus, and that, especially 
in the case of those who aro "getting on" 
In years, the digestive organs may be con- 
gested to a dangerous extent. We think 
that all this is very true, but that it la 
true for a very lui'ge number of people 
who live in temperate climes as well as 
for those whose lives are passed in thn 
tropics. JMany people who have, as they 
would say, been "always accustomed" t<! 
take a cold tub every morning continue 
tho hnbit loiig after it had better have 
been given up. They do this partly be- 
cause it is a haoit and partly because they 
dislike the confession of getting old which 
seems to be Involved in giving up the cus- 
toms of their more youthful days. 


But wo are quite clear that unless good 


reaction very quickly follows a cold bath 
and follows it without much "toweling," 
such tubbing is very often injurious. 
\Yhenever a man has to "rnb hiiusr-'f 
warm," or when he finds tbat he is E jt 
right again until after his breakfast, he 
may feel sure that his tub is doing him 
harm and that he would do better to tala 
a warm bath, finishing off with a rap 
sponge over with cold water. "For t i 
young, vigorous and newly arrived youi h 
in the trop'°s the cold bath may be in- 
dulged in wilh impunity, and it may ba 
with benefit, but as years elapse the trop- 
ical resident culls for bath water wnnnej 
and still warmer until be finds that he 
has best health only when the water of his 
bath is not below the temperature of his 
body." 


And Jt is the same in temperate cli- 


mates. 
On the other hand, the aucem i 


of the tropic^ renders a man more suscep- 
tible to cold; but, on the other hand, the 
arterial rigidity which in temperate cli- 
mates is so common an associate of ad' 
vancing years renders men peculiarly tin- 
able to bear that sudden displacement of 
blood and that sudden rearrangement '. 
the circulation whi<~h is involved in get' 
ting into oold water.—Hospital.

•n interesting article on tbe use of the 
cold tub in tropical countries, in which it 
is shown thnt, health giving us it may bo 
to those who am young and vigorous and 
newly arrived, it Is by no meni"-- n process 
to be universally advised. In t 
tropics a 


daily bath of some sort becomes a ue';egyity 
for purposes of clfftnlineqw ulono. But tho 
"tub" which is Indulged in by Europeans 
—that is, immersion in cold water, or, at 
any rate, in water that Is distinctly colder 
than tho body, for, say, five minutes— 
has a distinct physiological action besides 
the removal of dirt, and the question Is 
whether this is good or bud. It is pointed 
out that the shook is relatively greater 
than in temperate climates; that the ab- 
straction of heat during the process can 
be but ill afforded, and that tho depression 
of temperature inducsd Is difficult to re- 
oovnr from. 


It is also insisted on that neither the 


circulation nor tho respiratory organs re- 
spond to the stimulus, and that, especially 
in the case of those who aro "getting on" 
In years, the digestive organs may be con- 
gested to a dangerous extent. We think 
that all this is very true, but that it la 
true for a very lui'ge number of people 
who live in temperate climes as well as 
for those whose lives are passed in thn 
tropics. JMany people who have, as they 
would say, been "always accustomed" t<! 
take a cold tub every morning continue 
tho hnbit loiig after it had better have 
been given up. They do this partly be- 
cause it is a haoit and partly because they 
dislike the confession of getting old which 
seems to be Involved in giving up the cus- 
toms of their more youthful days. 


But wo are quite clear that unless good 


reaction very quickly follows a cold bath 
and follows it without much "toweling," 
such tubbing is very often injurious. 
\Yhenever a man has to "rnb hiiusr-'f 
warm," or when he finds tbat he is E jt 
right again until after his breakfast, he 
may feel sure that his tub is doing him 
harm and that he would do better to tala 
a warm bath, finishing off with a rap 
sponge over with cold water. "For t i 
young, vigorous and newly arrived youi h 
in the trop'°s the cold bath may be in- 
dulged in wilh impunity, and it may ba 
with benefit, but as years elapse the trop- 
ical resident culls for bath water wnnnej 
and still warmer until be finds that he 
has best health only when the water of his 
bath is not below the temperature of his 
body." 


And Jt is the same in temperate cli- 


mates. 
On the other hand, the aucem i 


of the tropic^ renders a man more suscep- 
tible to cold; but, on the other hand, the 
arterial rigidity which in temperate cli- 
mates is so common an associate of ad' 
vancing years renders men peculiarly tin- 
able to bear that sudden displacement of 
blood and that sudden rearrangement '. 
the circulation whi<~h is involved in get' 
ting into oold water.—Hospital.

Little Onen Have to Depend on Him 


For Their Toys. 


Few indeed would be thoir playthings 


If tho Cliinefcg children had to depend on 
toy stores for them. As It is, tho peddler 
is a familiar sight in every Chinese city, 
and when tho children hear the gong of a 
toy seller it is a signal for n rush to the 
front gates to catch him before ho pots by. 


At a call tlibso men slip tho polo from 


thoir shoulders and set thoir baskets on 
the ground, and thoro is always n group 
of children ready to gather around them. 


A display of toys carried hyono of these 


toy sellers includes many things familiar 
to Americans, though the shapes seem 
odd and fantastic—clay fruits, dolls of all 
kinds, pewter jewelry, earrings and hair 
ornaments, firecrackers of strange shapes 
which will hardly ever go off, toy pipes, 
little bowls and chopsticks, small carved 
idols, little horses, dogs, camels and ele- 
phants all covered with rabbit fur, and 
wagons with music boxes under the seats 
that grind out 'a tuno as you pull them 
along. 


Other things seem stranger still, for tha 


kites, made in tho shape of birds, flsh, Eer- 
ponts, dragons and even inanimate objects 
like bells and houses, will have wind harps 
fastened on their backs to make them sing 
while in the air, and will have eyas s«t 
loose in their heads, so that when tho wind 
blows the eyes will turn around and look 
as if they were winking at you. There 
are long glass trumpets, to be blown like 
bugles, that give out a beautiful, clear 
note; little shuttlecocks made out of a 
couple of cash bound together with red 
leather and with a bunch of feathers fas- 
tened in the holes in the cash, which the 
children keep in the air by bumping with 
their heads and striking with their feet: 
molds for making clay money, whistling 
tops that spin on a spring held between two 
sticks and small whistles to fasten on the 
tails of pet pigeons to whistle aa they fly. 


You will also notice's lot of clay molds 


of different kinds of animals or fruits or 
other familiar objects, and for one cash 
you can take your choice. 
The toy seller 


then opens up the bottom tray in his rear 
basket and shows » bowl of yellow candy 
set over a pan of burning charcoal to keep 
it soft. 
He'-ubs a little flour In the molds 


to keep the candy from sticking, pinks up 
a little of the soft sweat, which he works 
into a cup shape in his fingers and then 
draws out, closing up the hole, .One end 
is drawn out longer than the other and 
then broken off. He places his lips to the 
broken place and begins to blow, and the 
lump of candy slowly swells. Then he 
claps the molds which you have chosen 
around it and gives a hard blow, breaks 
off the stern through which he has been 
blowing, opens the molds, dips a little 
bamboo stick into tho soft sugar and 
touches it to the side of the candy flgurj 
in the mold, lifts it out of the mold ana 
hands it to you on the stick, all in much 
less time than it takes to tell about it- 
Philadelphia Inquirer.

when to expect or effect it was past all hu- 
man policy.—"Evelyn's Diary."

Little Onen Have to Depend on Him 


For Their Toys. 


Few indeed would be thoir playthings 


If tho Cliinefcg children had to depend on 
toy stores for them. As It is, tho peddler 
is a familiar sight in every Chinese city, 
and when tho children hear the gong of a 
toy seller it is a signal for n rush to the 
front gates to catch him before ho pots by. 


At a call tlibso men slip tho polo from 


thoir shoulders and set thoir baskets on 
the ground, and thoro is always n group 
of children ready to gather around them. 


A display of toys carried hyono of these 


toy sellers includes many things familiar 
to Americans, though the shapes seem 
odd and fantastic—clay fruits, dolls of all 
kinds, pewter jewelry, earrings and hair 
ornaments, firecrackers of strange shapes 
which will hardly ever go off, toy pipes, 
little bowls and chopsticks, small carved 
idols, little horses, dogs, camels and ele- 
phants all covered with rabbit fur, and 
wagons with music boxes under the seats 
that grind out 'a tuno as you pull them 
along. 


Other things seem stranger still, for tha 


kites, made in tho shape of birds, flsh, Eer- 
ponts, dragons and even inanimate objects 
like bells and houses, will have wind harps 
fastened on their backs to make them sing 
while in the air, and will have eyas s«t 
loose in their heads, so that when tho wind 
blows the eyes will turn around and look 
as if they were winking at you. There 
are long glass trumpets, to be blown like 
bugles, that give out a beautiful, clear 
note; little shuttlecocks made out of a 
couple of cash bound together with red 
leather and with a bunch of feathers fas- 
tened in the holes in the cash, which the 
children keep in the air by bumping with 
their heads and striking with their feet: 
molds for making clay money, whistling 
tops that spin on a spring held between two 
sticks and small whistles to fasten on the 
tails of pet pigeons to whistle aa they fly. 


You will also notice's lot of clay molds 


of different kinds of animals or fruits or 
other familiar objects, and for one cash 
you can take your choice. 
The toy seller 


then opens up the bottom tray in his rear 
basket and shows » bowl of yellow candy 
set over a pan of burning charcoal to keep 
it soft. 
He'-ubs a little flour In the molds 


to keep the candy from sticking, pinks up 
a little of the soft sweat, which he works 
into a cup shape in his fingers and then 
draws out, closing up the hole, .One end 
is drawn out longer than the other and 
then broken off. He places his lips to the 
broken place and begins to blow, and the 
lump of candy slowly swells. Then he 
claps the molds which you have chosen 
around it and gives a hard blow, breaks 
off the stern through which he has been 
blowing, opens the molds, dips a little 
bamboo stick into tho soft sugar and 
touches it to the side of the candy flgurj 
in the mold, lifts it out of the mold ana 
hands it to you on the stick, all in much 
less time than it takes to tell about it- 
Philadelphia Inquirer.

American Indians have a, universal slftn 


language without regard to tribal dialacts. 
Lent; distance signals are- sent with light- 
ninglike rapidity, and messages go be- 
tween distant points quicker than ordinary 
telegraph messages with the messenger 
boy attachment. The especial war t>ipnnla 
aro in six divisions — the pony, the blan- 
ket, the mirror, smoke, fire arrows, flint 
and steel, nnd we might add drawings and 
sketches. 
On n distant bluff a pony and 


rider begin to run around in a small circle 
or ring, racing for dear life. 
As if by 


magic, the plain becomes aliro with rod 
men, who seem to corae out of the ground 
with tho commotion of an army of ants. 
Tho signalman holds up his blanket by 
each corner, meaning attention; then, 
wigwagging his blanket, he says, "The 
enemy is discovered 1,000 strong." At 
last he holds tip his blanket as a sign for 
tho warriors to disperse, nnd they at once 
molt into the earth like falling snow in a 
lake. 


Another signalman, on a distant hill 


overlooking tho Tillage, flashes the news 
with a small mirror to the old men, war 
women ami wives, not forgetting, how- 
ever, to flash it to the tppco of his sweet- 
heart, who suddenly finds it imperative to 
go fei firewood in the direction of the 
well known flush. Two straight lines of 
blue smoke puing upward indiesto a vic- 
tory, two bthii; the Indian lucky number, 
or maybo r.C night a tenderfoot notices 
some falling stars in pairs. "Burning ar- 
rows," said our guide. 


Among the red pipe clay beds and the 


bluffs of the Bi.e; Muddy river strange 
sketches of tomahawks and broken pipes, 
drawn with the points of knives in the 
soft and pliable clay, appear at intervals, 
letting us know that war is on.

A SLIGHT COMPARISON. 


If tve compare the inaugural addresses 
of Mayor Whiting: of Pittsfleld and 
J\layor Cady of this city we shall find 
statements of facts that will ghe us 
reason to take courage. We are groan- 
Ing: tip here under an indebtedness of a 
•whether Pittsfield's debt is not much 
on $800,000. The difference in the debts 
Is quite large, but it is a auestion 
whether Pittsfield's debt -s not much 
larger than ours when all things are 
considered. 
The Pittsfield inaugural 


contains: 
"As to the paving of our 


business streets, I am in favor of this 
improvement at the proper time. Be- 
cause, first we may have to relay some 
of the sewers and provide for surface 
drainage, both of which should be done 
before a new pavement is laid." And 
the Pittsfield Eagle pouts a little be- 
cause the mayor did not say whether he 
was in favor of spending some money 
this year In preparing for paving. So 
we can" see that Pittsneld is far behind 
us j-et. She has no pavements and has 
not begun to prepare for them. Yet 
she has a debt that reaches within a 
few notches of $800,000. 


To fully appreciate Pittsfield's posi- 


tion we must think of the number of 
dollars buried in this city in work 
preparatory to paving. We must re- 
member the perfecting of our sewer 
system, our water system and the 
building of the.fine t^iiRjin** we have 
of our surface sewer system. We are 
rich compared with Pittsfield because 
we have surface sewers, a number of 
good streets and school buildin-s that 
do not need outside exports to deter- 
mine the quality of. It will be remem-« 
bered that Commissioner Emigh of this 
city was recently called to the shire 
city to be -one of a committee of ex- 
perts to decide -whether 
Pittsfield's 


money had been properly spent in the 
erection of a high school building. And 
the finding of the' experts was in the 
ad-s erse sense. Xo man can point to a 
eerions fault in one of our school build- 
Jngs or in one of our sewers, surface 
o1 domestic. 


Fittsfield's new mayor, the old one 


ti ic-rl a second time just as we have 
done, says in his inaugural, "I would 
calf thP attention of the city council to 
the matter of insurance rates and ask 
them .if ihey would consider it care- 
fully. It docs seem that with the pres- 
ent water supply and the condition of 
tho fire department that the rates of 
insurance might be adjusted so as to be 
of benefit to our business men."

and other emblems of mourning1 were 
displayed throughout the city. A hand- 
some arch of evergreen had been erected 
over tho gate entrance to the grounds 
of the state capltol. The Interior of the 
capitol building was appropriately dec- 
orated with crane, the national colors 
and beautiful flowers. 


All places of business throughout the 


city were closed in the forenoon and 
business \vas not resumed until after the 
funeral. 
The weather was fine anil 


clear, but very cold, the thermometer 
registering- 25 below zero. 


All trains arriving- in the city in the 


forenoon brought lars'e crowds of peo- 
ple from all parts of the state, most of 
whom had known Senator Mori-Ill per- 
son all y. 


TJie body WHS borne from the train tc 


the capitol, where it lay in state in the 
corridor before representatives' ha.!], 
which had been elaborately decorated 
•with flowers, crape and the national 
colors. 
During the day hundreds 


passed the casket. 


The services were held ito representa- 


tives' ha.ll_and were largely attended. 
Men from iui parts of the state came to 
pay final respects to the memory of the 
late senator. 
President H. M. Buck- 


ham of the Universitj of Vermont1 de- 
livered the eulog-y. 


He said this was a, day of sadness 


for Vermont, she having- lost a son whom 
she loved and cherished, and one who 
stood as a peer among her foremost 
men. 
Senator Morrill. he said, was a 


typical Vermonter, born of plain par- 
ents in a country village. He displayed 
a thirst for learning early in life, and 
indomitable energy in acquiring it He 
possessed attributes which appealed to 
men, 
so that they sent him to congress 


lirst as their representative, then as 
their senator. In the domain of finance 
he became a master, his judgment be- 
ing- unfailing. 
His pre-eminence was 


due to judicial, rather than brilliant, 
qualities. 
He was witty, courteous, of 


attractive presence, holding the respect 
of all, although a good party man. Be- 
sides being a typical Vormonter, Jhe 
was a. thorough America.n. 
He ren- 


dered many services to his country for 
which his name long will be remembered. 
"We loved him," said the speaker, "for 
the virtues which we saw in him, his 
simplicity and gentleness. 
With all 


the amiabl's virtues, he had the forti- 
tude of a Roman father, a prophet's love 
of rigliteous'neM, and the Puritaji's love, 
integrity and conscience."

To 
him, beyond a doubt, being governor will 
be extremely interacting, not to say plead- 
ing, no matter bow many annoynnoei go 
with the office. But the interest will not 
all bo his by any means. It will be shared 
by quite as large a percentage of the gen- 
eral public as ever watched and comment- 
ed on the course of any public man. 


Probably most of those who scan the 


governor's official acts and words as re- 
ported in the public prints will look par-' 
tlcularly close for evidences of a row be- 
tween him and Senator Plntfc. 
Mnny of 


those wno consider themselves Roosevelt's 
friends are hoping that there will be such 
a row und that it will come quickly and 
be fought tfharply to a finish. Many, too, 
among the Platt contingent are looking 
eagerly in the same direction. 


Neither Want* a Fight, 


Whether there will be any such open 


break between the two men us their indis- 
creet followers are yearning for is yet, of 
course, a matter for conjecture only. It 
is safe to say, though, thut the more con- 
servative friends of both Boosovelt and 
Platt are hoping that there may be no 
ffilling out; that, no matter how radically 
different their views, the spirit of com- 
promise and not the spirit of fight may 
prevail. 


As for the men themselves, it is tin- 


cloubtedly nioro than true, if that be pos- 
sible, that a light between thorn is the last 
thing either desires. They are both strong, 
fearless fighters, and if a contest shall be 
started It will grow to the bitterest pro- 
portions. 
Onoo each goes for the other's 


scalp the hair of one and maybe of both is 
certain to ho lifted. But they both un- 
derstand this so well that neither is likely 
to be unduly arrogant. Each knows the 
strength of the other. Bach has the pro- 
foundest respect for the other's tenacity of 
purpose, and each is prepared not to insist 
on minor details. This attitude may pre- 
vent any row at all, but nevertheless if a 
difference thought to be vital by both 
should arise between them there will be no 
yielding on either side, and then there will 
ba such a Bopublican fuss as this state has 
not seen since the protracted jamboree be- 
tween the half breeds and the stalwarts 
that had for incidents the historic resigna- 
tion of Coukling and Platt from the Unit* 
ed States senate. 


It is needless to say that neither Roose- 


velt nor Platt desires to be one of the lead- 
ing parties to any such disastrous mix up 
as that one was. It is true that Platt 
finally triumphed over his party enemies 
in the rumpus that began when Blalns 
was allowed By'Qarfleld to control the fed- 
eral patronage of this state, while Platt 
and Conkllrig were turned down, but the 
triumph was many long years in coming, 
and Platt has not enough left of life to 
make a second victory after a second long 
struggle at all certain. 
Roosevelt is 


young and could better afford a protracted 
contest from a certain viewpoint, but 
Roosevelt has already had struggles 
enough to teach him how wearying they 
are. Besides, Roosevelt wants to be pres- 
ident, and doegn't'Wisil to jeopardize his 
chances in the raoedor the White House.

Mr. Platt's phenomenal po- 
litical power is accompanied by some 
amazing political defects, and his judg- 
ment, so nearly infallible in certain cir- 
cumstances, is unbelievably wrong in oth- 
ers, but he is not at all "singular" in 
these matters. 


-Blniuo had a political defect to match 


every exceptionally strong political qual- 
ity. 
Qarfleld's power was vastly under- 


mined by weaknesses that made them- 
selves manifest at the most inopportune 
moments. Conkling's superb leadership 
was brought to an end by his implacable- 
ness. Something similar may be said of 
every departed leader on either side of the 
political fence, not to speak of those now 
living. 


Mr. Platt's greatest strength lies in his 


willingness to oblige and the skillful way 
in which he applies the smoothing oil of 
flattery. His famous practice of writ- 
ing a complimentary letter to every legis- 
lative nominee on the Republican side as 
eoon as the nomination is made has won 
Platt more friends where they would do 
most good than any other practice with 
which he has been credited. Properly car- 
ried on, it is the best method tbatoan pos- 
sibly be devised for winning and main- 
taining the proud position of easy boss. 


Mr. Platt's greatest weakness is possibly 


his oftan faulty judgment of men. It was 
notably displayed a few years ago when a 
certain glib but; rather light waicted young 
man was nominated to the governorship 
which he could not possibly win. It was 
still more palpably exemplified when a 
certain other clever young chap was select- 
ed a few years later to be an important 
local party executive. There may have 
been nothing inherently objectionable in 
the political personality of either of these 
two men, but it is undoubtedly true chat 
neither was able to command the con- 
fidence of the mass of tho voters in the 
state and the city, nnd beyond a question 
their conduct after being chosen for high 
Varty honors drove thousands of votes in- 
to tho Democratic camp. 


A Good Fellow to Know. 


Those who are sufficiently well known 


to Mr.' Piatt to be termed his intimates 
declare that he is personally ono of the 
best fellows alive. He is popularly sup- 
posed to bo so deeply absorbed in business 
and politics that he hag no time for the 
lighter affairs of life, and to a certain de- 
gree this is true. But he unbends as com- 
pletely before his friends as any man Jiv- 
ing. Nay, more, he jokes freely at times, 
and bis jokes are really full of laughs. Ho 
goes much to tho theater, he tolls a good 
story, and he likos to hear a good ono. 


Possibly Mr. Platt'b most amazing char- 


acteristic is his enormous capacity for 
work. For years his political efforts hove 
been severe enough to exhaust the strength 
of any two ordinary men, but they have 
really 
been much less exacting and 


btrongth consuming than his duties as a 
magnate in the express world. His re- 
markable achievements can be explained 
only on tho ground that he has made pol- 
itics his relaxation—that he has played it 
mainly for tho game as some men play 
poker—and that is probably the truth.

A SLIGHT COMPARISON. 


If tve compare the inaugural addresses 
of Mayor Whiting: of Pittsfleld and 
J\layor Cady of this city we shall find 
statements of facts that will ghe us 
reason to take courage. We are groan- 
Ing: tip here under an indebtedness of a 
•whether Pittsfield's debt is not much 
on $800,000. The difference in the debts 
Is quite large, but it is a auestion 
whether Pittsfield's debt -s not much 
larger than ours when all things are 
considered. 
The Pittsfield inaugural 


contains: 
"As to the paving of our 


business streets, I am in favor of this 
improvement at the proper time. Be- 
cause, first we may have to relay some 
of the sewers and provide for surface 
drainage, both of which should be done 
before a new pavement is laid." And 
the Pittsfield Eagle pouts a little be- 
cause the mayor did not say whether he 
was in favor of spending some money 
this year In preparing for paving. So 
we can" see that Pittsneld is far behind 
us j-et. She has no pavements and has 
not begun to prepare for them. Yet 
she has a debt that reaches within a 
few notches of $800,000. 


To fully appreciate Pittsfield's posi- 


tion we must think of the number of 
dollars buried in this city in work 
preparatory to paving. We must re- 
member the perfecting of our sewer 
system, our water system and the 
building of the.fine t^iiRjin** we have 
of our surface sewer system. We are 
rich compared with Pittsfield because 
we have surface sewers, a number of 
good streets and school buildin-s that 
do not need outside exports to deter- 
mine the quality of. It will be remem-« 
bered that Commissioner Emigh of this 
city was recently called to the shire 
city to be -one of a committee of ex- 
perts to decide -whether 
Pittsfield's 


money had been properly spent in the 
erection of a high school building. And 
the finding of the' experts was in the 
ad-s erse sense. Xo man can point to a 
eerions fault in one of our school build- 
Jngs or in one of our sewers, surface 
o1 domestic. 


Fittsfield's new mayor, the old one 


ti ic-rl a second time just as we have 
done, says in his inaugural, "I would 
calf thP attention of the city council to 
the matter of insurance rates and ask 
them .if ihey would consider it care- 
fully. It docs seem that with the pres- 
ent water supply and the condition of 
tho fire department that the rates of 
insurance might be adjusted so as to be 
of benefit to our business men." 


Th" Cagls in commenting on tho

Th" !c-ssun in all this is that v.e 


should not worry too much about our 
public debt. We should look about us 
and see what we have to represent it 
find set manfully to work to pay it. 
While we are doing so we can afford 
Pome sympathy for unfortunate Pitts- 
field which has no pavement, no pre- 
paration for it, no surface drninago, no 
Bchoo! outfit that will pass muster, no 
fire-department that is effective and 
ynt is in the pawn shop for a redemp- 
tion ticket of $800,000.

typical Vermonter, born of plain par- 
ents in a country village. He displayed 
a thirst for learning early in life, and 
indomitable energy in acquiring it He 
possessed attributes which appealed to 
men, 
so that they sent him to congress 


lirst as their representative, then as 
their senator. In the domain of finance 
he became a master, his judgment be- 
ing- unfailing. 
His pre-eminence was 


due to judicial, rather than brilliant, 
qualities. 
He was witty, courteous, of 


attractive presence, holding the respect 
of all, although a good party man. Be- 
sides being a typical Vormonter, Jhe 
was a. thorough America.n. 
He ren- 


dered many services to his country for 
which his name long will be remembered. 
"We loved him," said the speaker, "for 
the virtues which we saw in him, his 
simplicity and gentleness. 
With all 


the amiabl's virtues, he had the forti- 
tude of a Roman father, a prophet's love 
of rigliteous'neM, and the Puritaji's love, 
integrity and conscience." The speak- 
er also made touching- reference to Mrs.

NEW YORK, Jon. S.—[Special. ]~Th« 


beginning of the year has at last rolled 
by, and "Teddy" Koowvplt, no longer gov- 
ernor elect, but governor in fact, hai en- 
tered upon a new phase of existence. To 
him, beyond a doubt, being governor will 
be extremely interacting, not to say plead- 
ing, no matter bow many annoynnoei go 
with the office. But the interest will not 
all bo his by any means. It will be shared 
by quite as large a percentage of the gen- 
eral public as ever watched and comment- 
ed on the course of any public man. 


Probably most of those who scan the 


governor's official acts and words as re- 
ported in the public prints will look par-' 
tlcularly close for evidences of a row be- 
tween him and Senator Plntfc. 
Mnny of 


those wno consider themselves Roosevelt's 
friends are hoping that there will be such 
a row und that it will come quickly and 
be fought tfharply to a finish. Many, too, 
among the Platt contingent are looking 
eagerly in the same direction. 


Neither Want* a Fight, 


Whether there will be any such open 


break between the two men us their indis- 
creet followers are yearning for is yet, of 
course, a matter for conjecture only. It 
is safe to say, though, thut the more con- 
servative friends of both Boosovelt and 
Platt are hoping that there may be no 
ffilling out; that, no matter how radically 
different their views, the spirit of com- 
promise and not the spirit of fight may 
prevail. 


As for the men themselves, it is tin- 


cloubtedly nioro than true, if that be pos- 
sible, that a light between thorn is the last 
thing either desires. They are both strong, 
fearless fighters, and if a contest shall be 
started It will grow to the bitterest pro- 
portions. 
Onoo each goes for the other's 


scalp the hair of one and maybe of both is 
certain to ho lifted. But they both un- 
derstand this so well that neither is likely 
to be unduly arrogant. Each knows the 
strength of the other. Bach has the pro- 
foundest respect for the other's tenacity of 
purpose, and each is prepared not to insist 
on minor details. This attitude may pre- 
vent any row at all, but nevertheless if a 
difference thought to be vital by both 
should arise between them there will be no 
yielding on either side, and then there will 
ba such a Bopublican fuss as this state has 
not seen since the protracted jamboree be- 
tween the half breeds and the stalwarts 
that had for incidents the historic resigna- 
tion of Coukling and Platt from the Unit* 
ed States senate. 


It is needless to say that neither Roose- 


velt nor Platt desires to be one of the lead- 
ing parties to any such disastrous mix up 
as that one was. It is true that Platt 
finally triumphed over his party enemies 
in the rumpus that began when Blalns 
was allowed By'Qarfleld to control the fed- 
eral patronage of this state, while Platt 
and Conkllrig were turned down, but the 
triumph was many long years in coming, 
and Platt has not enough left of life to 
make a second victory after a second long 
struggle at all certain. 
Roosevelt is 


young and could better afford a protracted 
contest from a certain viewpoint, but 
Roosevelt has already had struggles 
enough to teach him how wearying they 
are. Besides, Roosevelt wants to be pres- 
ident, and doegn't'Wisil to jeopardize his 
chances in the raoedor the White House. 


Plait's Strength ana Wenkmens. 
Men who know Senator Flatt well sey 


that he is one of the most singular com- 
binations of strength and weakness in the 
world. This characterization is really not 
warranted. Mr. Platt's phenomenal po- 
litical power is accompanied by some 
amazing political defects, and his judg- 
ment, so nearly infallible in certain cir- 
cumstances, is unbelievably wrong in oth- 
ers, but he is not at all "singular" in 
these matters. 


-Blniuo had a political defect to match 


every exceptionally strong political qual- 
ity. 
Qarfleld's power was vastly under- 


mined by weaknesses that made them- 
selves manifest at the most inopportune 
moments. Conkling's superb leadership 
was brought to an end by his implacable- 
ness. Something similar may be said of 
every departed leader on either side of the 
political fence, not to speak of those now 
living. 


Mr. Platt's greatest strength lies in his 


willingness to oblige and the skillful way 
in which he applies the smoothing oil of 
flattery. His famous practice of writ- 
ing a complimentary letter to every legis- 
lative nominee on the Republican side as 
eoon as the nomination is made has won 
Platt more friends where they would do 
most good than any other practice with 
which he has been credited. Properly car- 
ried on, it is the best method tbatoan pos- 
sibly be devised for winning and main- 
taining the proud position of easy boss. 


Mr. Platt's greatest weakness is possibly 


his oftan faulty judgment of men. It was 
notably displayed a few years ago when a 
certain glib but; rather light waicted young 
man was nominated to the governorship 
which he could not possibly win. It was 
still more palpably exemplified when a 
certain other clever young chap was select- 
ed a few years later to be an important 
local party executive. There may have 
been nothing inherently objectionable in 
the political personality of either of these 
two men, but it is undoubtedly true chat 
neither was able to command the con- 
fidence of the mass of tho voters in the 
state and the city, nnd beyond a question 
their conduct after being chosen for high 
Varty honors drove thousands of votes in- 
to tho Democratic camp. 


A Good Fellow to Know. 


Those who are sufficiently well known 


to Mr.' Piatt to be termed his intimates 
declare that he is personally ono of the 
best fellows alive. He is popularly sup- 
posed to bo so deeply absorbed in business 
and politics that he hag no time for the 
lighter affairs of life, and to a certain de- 
gree this is true. But he unbends as com- 
pletely before his friends as any man Jiv- 
ing. Nay, more, he jokes freely at times, 
and bis jokes are really full of laughs. Ho 
goes much to tho theater, he tolls a good 
story, and he likos to hear a good ono. 


Possibly Mr. Platt'b most amazing char- 


acteristic is his enormous capacity for 
work. For years his political efforts hove 
been severe enough to exhaust the strength 
of any two ordinary men, but they have 
really 
been much less exacting and 


btrongth consuming than his duties as a 
magnate in the express world. His re- 
markable achievements can be explained 
only on tho ground that he has made pol- 
itics his relaxation—that he has played it 
mainly for tho game as some men play 
poker—and that is probably the truth.

Officials Believe That General Miller Is Able 


to Cope With Present Difficulties. 


Washington, Jan. 3.—The administra- 


tion intends to ascertain, as precisely as 
possible, what can be done toward mak- 
ing the Philippines of agricultural valua 
to the world. Naturally this work falla 
to the lot of the secretary of agriculture, 
and, 
discussing this subject, Secretary ' 


Wilson said: 


"We expect to learn mor: about the 


Philippines and their resources in three 
months than the Spaniards did in 300 
years. Fortunately for our purposes, %ve 
have in the volunteer army now at 
Manila a force of men fuliy competent 
to do this work. Some months ago my 
attention was called to the fact that A. 
P. Hayna, professor of viticulture and 
olive culture In the University of Cali- 
fornia, and of the agricultural experi- 
ment statdon of thUt state, was attached 
to the volunteer forces in the Philippines 
as a second lieutenant of artillery. 


"Knowing Mr. Hayne to be a man of 


scientific attainments, I requested the 
secretary of war to detail him to make a 
thorough examination of the agricultural 
resources of 4he Philippine islands. He 
has organized a force of 40 or 50 men to 
aid him in the researches, amoner th*se 
gentlemen, who are all in the volunteer 
army, being eight or 10 graduates of 
agricultural colleges. 


"The moment peace is declared for- 


mally, after the ratifications of the treaty 
have been exchanged between Spain and 
the' United States, the work under Mr. 
Hayne will be pushed forward vigor- 
ously. 


"I feel sure, from the reports we have 


received of conditions of sofl and atmos- 
phere in the islands," said Mr. Wilson, 
"that many of the vegetables and some 
of the grains common to the United 
States can be produced in the Philip- 
pines. It is not go much, however, to 
learn which of our vegetable and grain 
products can be successfully transplant- 
ed to the Philippines AS it is to ascertain 
what vegetables that grow there ara 
suitable far introduction here, and what 
products indigenous to the soil of the isl- 
ands can be made profitable crops in the 
United States." 


Nothing New From Manila, 


Nothing more has been heard at tha 


war department from General Otis at 
Manila. The situation is irritating in 
the fact that, according to tae experience 
of the last few days, it is not to be ex- 
pected that anything more can be heard 
from Hollo for a day or two at least, ex- 
cept in tile very improbable event that 
the American f orce has been repulsed in 
the effort to make a landing and has 
been ob'j^ed to return to Manila- 


It is Jirmlsed from th« reports that 


General Miller is proceeding with more 
tact and with less roughness In his d*al- 
ings with the insurgents than appeared 
from a first impression of the reports, 
His purpose apparently was to avoid 
such a formal recognition of the in- 
surgents as might tend to embarrass the 
United States government hereafter, but 
»t the same time not to deal harshly 
with them if they can be brought to see 
the rectitude of his decisions* There- 
fore the officials are of the opinion there 
will be no actual hostilities between the 
forces arrayed against General Otis and 
his oxvn, but that at the worst the former 
will retire f i om the city -u-ithout accept- 
ing or rejecting- the American overtures 
until they have heard from Aguinaldo. 
General Otis has taken steps to acquaint 
General Miller with the very latest In- 
structions of the president and a special 
messenger is now on his way from Ma- 
nila to Iloilo. 


Although officials profess the strong 


belief that no serious trouble will occur, 
they have taken th« precaution to ex- 
pedite the dispatch of milit&ry reinforce- 
ments to General Otis' command in the 
Philippines. Orders have been issued for 
the Twentieth regiment of infantry at 
Fort Leavenworth to time its departure 
so as to be in San Francisco by the 7th 
inst. in order to embark on the military 
transport being fitted out to sail for 
Manila on that date if possible. The two 
other infantry regiments which are un- 
der orders to proceed to the Philippines 
by the Pacific route—the Third and 
Twenty-second—will follow as soon as 
means of water transportation can be 
secured. Three other regiments are also 
under orders to proceed to Manila by 
way of the Mediterranean and Suez canal. 
These are tlie Fourth, Twelfth and Four- 
teenth infantry. They will make the 
trip on the new transports Mobile and 
Mohawk, and, unless present plans mis- 
carry, they will embark at New Tork on 
the 17th inst. 


Major General Lawton, the hero of El 


Caney, who has been ordered to take 
command of the military forces in the 
Philippines, under the direction of Major 
General Otis, as military governor of 
the archipelago, will accompany the ex- 
pedition from New York after a con- 
ference here respecting the administra- 
tion of affairs in the Philippines. 


TJiB Cub-in filiation. 


London, Jan. 3.—The Times prints a 


letter this morning from a "distin- 
guished American naval officer," giv- 
ing an Interesting account of the sit- 
uation in Havana, and expressing sin- 
cere pity for "the many gallant Span- 
ish officers." 
He describes the "fatal- 


istic resignation" of the Spaniards and 
(he riots resulting from the dismissal 
of the Spanish police without pay.

Officials Believe That General Miller Is Able 


to Cope With Present Difficulties. 


Washington, Jan. 3.—The administra- 


tion intends to ascertain, as precisely as 
possible, what can be done toward mak- 
ing the Philippines of agricultural valua 
to the world. Naturally this work falla 
to the lot of the secretary of agriculture, 
and, 
discussing this subject, Secretary ' 


Wilson said: 


"We expect to learn mor: about the 


Philippines and their resources in three 
months than the Spaniards did in 300 
years. Fortunately for our purposes, %ve 
have in the volunteer army now at 
Manila a force of men fuliy competent 
to do this work. Some months ago my 
attention was called to the fact that A. 
P. Hayna, professor of viticulture and 
olive culture In the University of Cali- 
fornia, and of the agricultural experi- 
ment statdon of thUt state, was attached 
to the volunteer forces in the Philippines 
as a second lieutenant of artillery. 


"Knowing Mr. Hayne to be a man of 


scientific attainments, I requested the 
secretary of war to detail him to make a 
thorough examination of the agricultural 
resources of 4he Philippine islands. He 
has organized a force of 40 or 50 men to 
aid him in the researches, amoner th*se 
gentlemen, who are all in the volunteer 
army, being eight or 10 graduates of 
agricultural colleges. 


"The moment peace is declared for- 


mally, after the ratifications of the treaty 
have been exchanged between Spain and 
the' United States, the work under Mr. 
Hayne will be pushed forward vigor- 
ously. 


"I feel sure, from the reports we have 


received of conditions of sofl and atmos- 
phere in the islands," said Mr. Wilson, 
"that many of the vegetables and some 
of the grains common to the United 
States can be produced in the Philip- 
pines. It is not go much, however, to 
learn which of our vegetable and grain 
products can be successfully transplant- 
ed to the Philippines AS it is to ascertain 
what vegetables that grow there ara 
suitable far introduction here, and what 
products indigenous to the soil of the isl- 
ands can be made profitable crops in the 
United States." 


Nothing New From Manila. 


Nothing more has been heard at tha 


war department from General Otis at 
Manila. The situation is irritating in 
the fact that, according to tae experience 
of the last few days, it is not to be ex- 
pected that anything more can be heard 
from Hollo for a day or two at least, ex- 
cept in tile very improbable event that 
the American f orce has been repulsed in 
the effort to make a landing and has 
been ob'j^ed to return to Manila- 


It is Jirmlsed from th« reports that 


General Miller is proceeding with more 
tact and with less roughness In his d*al- 
ings with the insurgents than appeared 
from a first impression of the reports, 
His purpose apparently was to avoid 
such a formal recognition of the in- 
surgents as might tend to embarrass the 
United States government hereafter, but 
»t the same time not to deal harshly 
with them if they can be brought to see 
the rectitude of his decisions. There- 
fore the officials are of the opinion there 
will be no actual hostilities between the 
forces arrayed against General Otis and 
his oxvn, but that at the worst the former 
will retire f i om the city -u-ithout accept- 
ing or rejecting- the American overtures 
until they have heard from Aguinaldo. 
General Otis has taken steps to acquaint 
General Miller with the very latest In- 
structions of the president and a special 
messenger is now on his way from Ma- 
nila to Iloilo. 


Although officials profess the strong 


belief that no serious trouble will occur, 
they have taken th« precaution to ex- 
pedite the dispatch of military reinforce- 
ments to General Otis' command in the 
Philippines. Orders have been issued for 
the Twentieth regiment of infantry at 
Fort Leavenworth to time its departure 
so as to be in San Francisco by the 7th 
inst. in order to embark on the military 
transport being fitted out to sail for 
Manila on that date if possible. The two 
other infantry regiments which are un- 
der orders to proceed to the Philippines 
by the Pacific route—the Third and 
Twenty-second—will follow as soon as 
means of water transportation can be 
secured. Three other regiments are also 
under orders to proceed to Manila by 
way of the Mediterranean and Suez canal. 
These are tlie Fourth, Twelfth and Four- 
teenth infantry. They will make the 
trip on the new transports Mobile and 
Mohawk, and, unless present plans mis- 
carry, they will embark at New Tork on 
the 17th inst. 


Major General Lawton, the hero of El 


Caney, who has been ordered to take 
command of the military forces in the 
Philippines, under the direction of Major 
General Otis, as military governor of 
the archipelago, will accompany the ex- 
pedition from New York after a con- 
ference here respecting the administra- 
tion of affairs in the Philippines. 


TJiB Cub-in filiation. 


London, Jan. 3.—The Times prints a 


letter this morning from a "distin- 
guished American naval officer," giv- 
ing an Interesting account of the sit- 
uation in Havana, and expressing sin- 
cere pity for "the many gallant Span- 
ish officers." 
He describes the "fatal- 


istic resignation" of the Spaniards and 
(he riots resulting from the dismissal 
of the Spanish police without pay. 


Commenting editorially upon the fore- 


going letter, Its correspondent's opinion 
and the transfer of sovereignty in Cuba 
from Spain to the United States, The 
Times says:

SAFE LOCK PUZZLES. 


THE TROUBLE THAT IS CAUbED BY 


LOST COMBINATIONS. 


A Remarkable Experience With * 


Screw Door Safe. Which Defied the 
Asxnullv of the Expert* For Three 
DIIJ-B mid 


Ouce a painter working in tbe Com- 


inerciul hotel slipped from his ladder and 
In falling struck hie foot against tho knob 
of tho ollico safe. 
A few moments later 


the clerk attempted to open the doors, but 
found them immovable; the blow had 
thrown "on" the combiuation. As usual 
in hotels where some one Is continually 
on duty close at band, the outer look was 
rarely used. It was last employed so long 
IIRO thnt noborly could remember tho ex- 
act flgurns that governed it, and an expert 
was Bunt for. In detective stories this indi- 
vidual would have placed his ear against 
tho door, turned tho knob a few limes, 
Biniled enigmatically ami thrown back tho 
bolts, but unfortunately such things don't 
rp«lly hnppen outside tho works of M. 
Gabnrinu. ASK mutter of fact, five skilled 
mechanics took turns at trying for aoice 
80 hours, end finally tho makers were teln- 
grai'hed to for the cipher, 


'Ihe "sticking" of safe dcors, as It is 


called colloquially, is something that oc- 
curs now and then in every city, and tho 
niosb common cause is tho sudden death 
of tho man possessing the combination. 
Some cautious merchant tumbles over 
with heart disease or apoplexy, and his 
safe is found looked as tight KB a drum. 
In such cases there is only one thing to do. 
A hole is drilled through the door, so as 
to give access to the mechanism, and tho 
lock is then picked with a, wire. 


As burglars ottcn employ the same 


process it may be interesting to explain 
just how it is done. A combination lock 
consists of asuriesof disks, or"tumbloi-s," 
each having a slot on the edge, and when 
these slots are brought into alignment a 
bai slides through and operates the bolts. 
By moans of a hooked wire H is compara- 
tively easy for an expert to revolve the 
disks until the slots are all In their correct 
positions, and that, in a nutshell, is the 
whole trick. 


The widely prevalent idea that a combi- 


nation lock maybe opened "by ear" is ab- 
surd, anil the safe sharp who pretends to 
do it resorts to an ingenious method, call- 
ed "backing up." 
He approaches a safe 


when the combination is "off," and by 
quietly turning the knob backward can 
toll by a Blight obstruction when the first 
| number is reached. The second is "picked 


up" the saiiio way, and so on until the 
cipher is ill his possession, when he boldly 


! announces that he can open the doors 


whenever he wants to. Many a man has 
been hoodwinked into believing a good 


i lock worthless by this simple dodge. 


I 
Sudden deuth is by no means responsi- 


ble for all the lockouts. Sometimes one 
of those strange mental scissions, in which 
the overtaxed brain itself slips a cog, 
causes a busy man to forget for the tiros 
being one or more of the numbers. He 
may have opened the safe every morning 
for years and believed the combination to 


| be as familiar as the faco of his wife, but 


it has slipped away into the mysterious 
regions of oblivion, and the harder he 
thinks the less apt ha is to recall it. 


Some years ago a Xew Orleans merchant 


ei.ddonly forgot the second number of his 
combination. Ho was in great distress, for 
bo feared n mental 
breakdown, and, 


strange to say, ho had the missing nura- 
ber associated in some manner with the 
idea of stopping or pausing. 


"It has something to do with standing 


still," ho repeated over und over again to 
the baffled eiperts. At last he jurnpod up 
with a triumphant whoop. 


"I hava it," ho yelled. "It's 88. .Don't 


you seo, two-eight, to wait? I knew it had 
something to do with stopping." 


One of the most remarkable lockouts on 


record occurred in 1893 in a small town in 
this stato. A general merchant had what 
was known as a screw door' safe, with a 
time lock, which got out of order. Th 
door in a safe of this kind is circular an. 
screws in, after which an automatic con 
trivanoe throws th'a bolts, which are re- 
leased at a piven hour by interior clock- 
work. The expert sent for in this particu- 
lar case made the necessary repairs, but 
forgot to replace a small bar connecting 
the clock and the lock. Consequently when 
he closed the door the bolts flew into po- 
sition, and there was no way in the world 
to get them back. 


The safe contained a quantity of cur- 


rency, several fine watches and a lot of 
diamond jewelry, and the owner was wild 
to have it opened. Then began a battle 
royal. The first scheme of the experts 
was to bolt a long iron bar to tho door 
and then raise the safe by a tackle and let 
it drop. The theory was that the jar 
might cause the bolts to fly back long 
enough to enable the leverage pressure of 
the bar to start the screw. This was triad 
at least u hundred times, but without suc- 
cess. 


They then determined to break down 


the door itself.. It was composed of many 
plates of steel held together by a series of 
small bolts. A beam 25 feet long was 
swung from a derrick like a battering 


. ram and hurled end on against the front 


i of tho safo. 
Shifts of darkies were eu- 


' gaged to relieve each other at fixed hours, 


and the blows weio timed regularly, two 
to the minute. It was behoved that a 
vibration could thus be sot up that would 
eventually jcirouttho bolt.-, and, incrt'diblo 
as it may seem, the assault was continued 
unceasingly threa days and nights. 
The 


blows reverberated through tho little 
town like salvos of artillery, and tho 
whole country around turned out to see 
the fun. Sleep was impossible, and one 
exasperated rosidosit had actually applied 
for an injunction when, the piates at last 
ipruug asunder. 


The interior was a wreck. The watches 


had beon literally torn to pieces. Tho 
damonds weiu found wrenched from their 
Bettings and tho currency reduced to rags 
by abrasion from flying particles. 
It had 


to bo sent to tho treasury for redemption. 


Whan an export is called in by a busi- 


ness man who finds himself unable to open 
his safe, he tries tho plan, to begin with, 
of reverting the numbers given him. 
It 


not infrequently happens that the owner 
has accidentally rearranged them in his 
mind, und in nine cases out of ton that 
proves to be tho fact.

SAFE LOCK PUZZLES. 


THE TROUBLE THAT IS CAUbED BY 


LOST COMBINATIONS. 


A Remarkable Experience With * 


Screw Door Safe. Which Defied the 
Asxnullv of the Expert* For Three 
DIIJ-B mid 


Ouce a painter working in tbe Com- 


inerciul hotel slipped from his ladder and 
In falling struck hie foot against tho knob 
of tho ollico safe. 
A few moments later 


the clerk attempted to open the doors, but 
found them immovable; the blow had 
thrown "on" the combiuation. As usual 
in hotels where some one Is continually 
on duty close at band, the outer look was 
rarely used. It was last employed so long 
IIRO thnt noborly could remember tho ex- 
act flgurns that governed it, and an expert 
was Bunt for. In detective stories this indi- 
vidual would have placed his ear against 
tho door, turned tho knob a few limes, 
Biniled enigmatically ami thrown back tho 
bolts, but unfortunately such things don't 
rp«lly hnppen outside tho works of M. 
Gabnrinu. ASK mutter of fact, five skilled 
mechanics took turns at trying for aoice 
80 hours, end finally tho makers were teln- 
grai'hed to for the cipher, 


'Ihe "sticking" of safe dcors, as It is 


called colloquially, is something that oc- 
curs now and then in every city, and tho 
niosb common cause is tho sudden death 
of tho man possessing the combination. 
Some cautious merchant tumbles over 
with heart disease or apoplexy, and his 
safe is found looked as tight KB a drum. 
In such cases there is only one thing to do. 
A hole is drilled through the door, so as 
to give access to the mechanism, and tho 
lock is then picked with a, wire. 


As burglars ottcn employ the same 


process it may be interesting to explain 
just how it is done. A combination lock 
consists of asuriesof disks, or"tumbloi-s," 
each having a slot on the edge, and when 
these slots are brought into alignment a 
bai slides through and operates the bolts. 
By moans of a hooked wire H is compara- 
tively easy for an expert to revolve the 
disks until the slots are all In their correct 
positions, and that, in a nutshell, is the 
whole trick. 


The widely prevalent idea that a combi- 


nation lock maybe opened "by ear" is ab- 
surd, anil the safe sharp who pretends to 
do it resorts to an ingenious method, call- 
ed "backing up." 
He approaches a safe 


when the combination is "off," and by 
quietly turning the knob backward can 
toll by a Blight obstruction when the first 
| number is reached. The second is "picked 


up" the saiiio way, and so on until the 
cipher is ill his possession, when he boldly 


! announces that he can open the doors 


whenever he wants to. Many a man has 
been hoodwinked into believing a good 


i lock worthless by this simple dodge. 


I 
Sudden deuth is by no means responsi- 


ble for all the lockouts. Sometimes one 
of those strange mental scissions, in which 
the overtaxed brain itself slips a cog, 
causes a busy man to forget for the tiros 
being one or more of the numbers. He 
may have opened the safe every morning 
for years and believed the combination to 


| be as familiar as the faco of his wife, but 


it has slipped away into the mysterious 
regions of oblivion, and the harder he 
thinks the less apt ha is to recall it. 


Some years ago a Xew Orleans merchant 


ei.ddonly forgot the second number of his 
combination. Ho was in great distress, for 
bo feared n mental 
breakdown, and, 


strange to say, ho had the missing nura- 
ber associated in some manner with the 
idea of stopping or pausing. 


"It has something to do with standing 


still," ho repeated over und over again to 
the baffled eiperts. At last he jurnpod up 
with a triumphant whoop. 


"I hava it," ho yelled. "It's 88. .Don't 


you seo, two-eight, to wait? I knew it had 
something to do with stopping." 


One of the most remarkable lockouts on 


record occurred in 1893 in a small town in 
this stato. A general merchant had what 
was known as a screw door' safe, with a 
time lock, which got out of order. Th 
door in a safe of this kind is circular an. 
screws in, after which an automatic con 
trivanoe throws th'a bolts, which are re- 
leased at a piven hour by interior clock- 
work. The expert sent for in this particu- 
lar case made the necessary repairs, but 
forgot to replace a small bar connecting 
the clock and the lock. Consequently when 
he closed the door the bolts flew into po- 
sition, and there was no way in the world 
to get them back. 


The safe contained a quantity of cur- 


rency, several fine watches and a lot of 
diamond jewelry, and the owner was wild 
to have it opened. Then began a battle 
royal. The first scheme of the experts 
was to bolt a long iron bar to tho door 
and then raise the safe by a tackle and let 
it drop. The theory was that the jar 
might cause the bolts to fly back long 
enough to enable the leverage pressure of 
the bar to start the screw. This was triad 
at least u hundred times, but without suc- 
cess. 


They then determined to break down 


the door itself.. It was composed of many 
plates of steel held together by a series of 
small bolts. A beam 25 feet long was 
swung from a derrick like a battering 


. ram and hurled end on against the front 


i of tho safo. 
Shifts of darkies were eu- 


' gaged to relieve each other at fixed hours, 


and the blows weio timed regularly, two 
to the minute. It was behoved that a 
vibration could thus be sot up that would 
eventually jcirouttho bolt.-, and, incrt'diblo 
as it may seem, the assault was continued 
unceasingly threa days and nights. 
The 


blows reverberated through tho little 
town like salvos of artillery, and tho 
whole country around turned out to see 
the fun. Sleep was impossible, and one 
exasperated rosidosit had actually applied 
for an injunction when, the piates at last 
ipruug asunder. 


The interior was a wreck. The watches 


had beon literally torn to pieces. Tho 
damonds weiu found wrenched from their 
Bettings and tho currency reduced to rags 
by abrasion from flying particles.

The Insurrection of Women.

The new memorial library building 


at Adams was opened to the public 
Monday, and despite the fact that the 
day was very cold fully 2000 people 
visited the building. A number went 
down from this city. All the visitors 
were received very cordially and shown 
through the entire building by persons 
appointed f.or that purpose. 
These 


"guides" consisted of the library trus- 
tees, Dr. C. W. Burton, H. L. Harring- 
ton, 
C. T. PJunketi, John C. Hull, C. 


P. Sayles 
and 
Dr. 
D. 
E. Thay- 


er. 
Commander F. 
E. 
M'ole 
and 


members of the G. A. R., Sons of Vet- 
erans and Woman's Relief corps. 


Adams townspeople and visitors have 


long admired the exterior of the build- 
ing but the opening of the building had 
a still greater effect on the people. 
Those who visited the interior Monday 
are still talking- of their surprise at the 
elegance, which exceeds all anticipa- 
tion. 


When the visitor walks up the wide 


asphalt steps the heavy oaken door Is 
opened and he finds himself standing in 
a hall, the floor of which is of matched 
maple boards. 
This hall extends east 


j and west ajid on the left is a hand- 


some stair case leading up to the sec- 
ond floor. Next is a reference room, 
where all books of reterer.ee are kept, 
and the librarian's room. On the right 
is the main part of the library, where 
the long rows of books are neatly 'ar- 
ranged on modern racks with adjust- 
able 
shelves. 
The 
arrangement 
is 


similar to that of the local library. 


The librarian's desk Is a most com- 


plete one, and will be a great help to 
Miss Lucy Richmond, librarian. 
It 


faces the delivery room, which is fitted 
with card cases and registration desks. 
Here also are placed three separate 
book racks containing juvenile and 
other fiction and biographies. 


On the north side of the first floor is 


the reading room. 
It is fitted with 


newspaper racks and stools, racks for 
periodicals and files for the same. All 
the chairs on the first floor are fitted 
with rubber tips to prevent noise. The 
chairs, tables and all the furniture is 
of sycamore and adds beauty to other 
pleasing effects. 


There are 1400 volumes in the library 


and the arrangement is such that an- 
other set of shelves may be placed and 
twice that number of books can be 
stored in the room. The room is strict- 
ly fireproof. The wooden floor rests on 
solid asphalt. 


Upstairs is the G. A. R. quarteis. 


The building is a memorial to the vet- 
erans of '66 and it is all that the G. A. 
R. could ask. Their lodge room is one 
of the finest to be found anywhere. 
The ceiling is decorated in an elegant 
manner, and in a conspicuous place 
has been placed the names ot battles. 
They are Ei Caney, Winchester, New- 
bern, Fredericksburg, Port Hudson, 
Cold Harbor and Antietam. 
Around 


each name is painted a laurel wreath. 
The furniture in the lodge room is all 
emblematical and <)f quartered oak. 


Leading from the lodge room is a 


culinary department which is equipped 
with all modern appliances. 
There is 


a readng room also connected. 


On the north side of this floor is the 


Woman's Relief corps lodge room, and 
like the G. A. R. lodge .room it is also 
finely equipped with emblematical fur- 
niture. 


Thus it will be seen that new memo- 


rial library building- of Adams is one of 
the finest buildings ^ver built in this 
part of the state and the town may 
always look at it with pride. The build- 
ing will be opened every day from 3 
to 9 o'clock, p. m., Saturdaj's from 1 
to 9.30 o'clock p. m. and on Sundays 
from 1 to 5 o'clock p. m.

Typhoid Fever Causes, 


The Boston 
Medical and 
Surgical 


Journal recently contained an inter- 
esting article on "Some minor causes 
and conditions relative to the spread 
of t3rphoid fever," in which many in- 
stances 
of 
contamination sources 


throughout the state are cited. The 
following is of local interest: 


Another source of infection, which 


has becornf- manifest, in recent years, 
is the ice supply. Well authenticated 
cases of typhoid fever have, in recent 
years, been traced to the use of ice 
from ponds and streams polluted with 
sewage. The need of protection in this 
direction has shown itself in the trend 
of public legislation in the past 20 
years, and at least three different laws 
have been enacted in Massachusetts 
for the protection of the community 
against the sale of polluted ice. 


It is remarkable that thus far thf> 


cities and 
towns 
of 
Massachusetts 


which have taken action under these 
statutes have been chiefly those of the 
western part of I he stato (North Ad- 
ams, Holyoke and Worcester), in which 
the actual degree of pollution has been 
much less than that of eastern Massa- 
chusetts. The extent of water pollu- 
tion depends very largely upon density 
of population, and ths greater density 
is that of the metropolitan district. 
Thera are ponds still in use as sources 
of ice supply in Brighton, Arlington, 
Lynn, Wakefield, Melrose and Wo- 
burn 
upon whose water 
sheds the 


population is from 
3000 to 1500 per 


square mile, and into which sewage is 


! constantly running 
without let or 


hindrance. 
The authorities of these 


places, as well as those of western 
towns, have power to prohibit the sale 
of this ice.

Arr> njements for Library and 


Grand Army Rooms. 


The new memorial library building 


at Adams was opened to the public 
Monday, and despite the fact that the 
day was very cold fully 2000 people 
visited the building. A number went 
down from this city. All the visitors 
were received very cordially and shown 
through the entire building by persons 
appointed f.or that purpose. 
These 


"guides" consisted of the library trus- 
tees, Dr. C. W. Burton, H. L. Harring- 
ton, 
C. T. PJunketi, John C. Hull, C. 


P. Sayles 
and 
Dr. 
D. 
E. Thay- 


er. 
Commander F. 
E. 
M'ole 
and 


members of the G. A. R., Sons of Vet- 
erans and Woman's Relief corps. 


Adams townspeople and visitors have 


long admired the exterior of the build- 
ing but the opening of the building had 
a still greater effect on the people. 
Those who visited the interior Monday 
are still talking- of their surprise at the 
elegance, which exceeds all anticipa- 
tion. 


When the visitor walks up the wide 


asphalt steps the heavy oaken door Is 
opened and he finds himself standing in 
a hall, the floor of which is of matched 
maple boards. 
This hall extends east 


j and west ajid on the left is a hand- 


some stair case leading up to the sec- 
ond floor. Next is a reference room, 
where all books of reterer.ee are kept, 
and the librarian's room. On the right 
is the main part of the library, where 
the long rows of books are neatly 'ar- 
ranged on modern racks with adjust- 
able 
shelves. 
The 
arrangement 
is 


similar to that of the local library. 


The librarian's desk Is a most com- 


plete one, and will be a great help to 
Miss Lucy Richmond, librarian. 
It 


faces the delivery room, which is fitted 
with card cases and registration desks. 
Here also are placed three separate 
book racks containing juvenile and 
other fiction and biographies. 


On the north side of the first floor is 


the reading room. 
It is fitted with 


newspaper racks and stools, racks for 
periodicals and files for the same. All 
the chairs on the first floor are fitted 
with rubber tips to prevent noise. The 
chairs, tables and all the furniture is 
of sycamore and adds beauty to other 
pleasing effects. 


There are 1400 volumes in the library 


and the arrangement is such that an- 
other set of shelves may be placed and 
twice that number of books can be 
stored in the room. The room is strict- 
ly fireproof. The wooden floor rests on 
solid asphalt. 


Upstairs is the G. A. R. quarteis. 


The building is a memorial to the vet- 
erans of '66 and it is all that the G. A. 
R. could ask. Their lodge room is one 
of the finest to be found anywhere. 
The ceiling is decorated in an elegant 
manner, and in a conspicuous place 
has been placed the names ot battles. 
They are Ei Caney, Winchester, New- 
bern, Fredericksburg, Port Hudson, 
Cold Harbor and Antietam. 
Around 


each name is painted a laurel wreath. 
The furniture in the lodge room is all 
emblematical and <)f quartered oak. 


Leading from the lodge room is a 


culinary department which is equipped 
with all modern appliances. 
There is 


a readng room also connected. 


On the north side of this floor is the 


Woman's Relief corps lodge room, and 
like the G. A. R. lodge .room it is also 
finely equipped with emblematical fur- 
niture. 


Thus it will be seen that new memo- 


rial library building- of Adams is one of 
the finest buildings ^ver built in this 
part of the state and the town may 
always look at it with pride. The build- 
ing will be opened every day from 3 
to 9 o'clock, p. m., Saturdaj's from 1 
to 9.30 o'clock p. m. and on Sundays 
from 1 to 5 o'clock p. m.

Conen Bros., who keep a furniture 


store in the O'Brien building, 31 Eagle 
street, met with a severe loss by water 
Monday night.

Typhoid Fever Causes, 


The Boston 
Medical and 
Surgical 


Journal recently contained an inter- 
esting article on "Some minor causes 
and conditions relative to the spread 
of t3rphoid fever," in which many in- 
stances 
of 
contamination sources 


throughout the state are cited. The 
following is of local interest: 


Another source of infection, which 


has becornf- manifest, in recent years, 
is the ice supply. Well authenticated 
cases of typhoid fever have, in recent 
years, been traced to the use of ice 
from ponds and streams polluted with 
sewage. The need of protection in this 
direction has shown itself in the trend 
of public legislation in the past 20 
years, and at least three different laws 
have been enacted in Massachusetts 
for the protection of the community 
against the sale of polluted ice. 


It is remarkable that thus far thf> 


cities and 
towns 
of 
Massachusetts 


which have taken action under these 
statutes have been chiefly those of the 
western part of I he stato (North Ad- 
ams, Holyoke and Worcester), in which 
the actual degree of pollution has been 
much less than that of eastern Massa- 
chusetts. The extent of water pollu- 
tion depends very largely upon density 
of population, and ths greater density 
is that of the metropolitan district. 
Thera are ponds still in use as sources 
of ice supply in Brighton, Arlington, 
Lynn, Wakefield, Melrose and Wo- 
burn 
upon whose water 
sheds the 


population is from 
3000 to 1500 per 


square mile, and into which sewage is 


! constantly running 
without let or 


hindrance. 
The authorities of these 


places, as well as those of western 
towns, have power to prohibit the sale 
of this ice.
